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EXPLANATORY  PREFACE 


This  volume  is  a  supplement  to  the  "First  Records  of 
Baltimore  Town  and  Jones  Town  1729-1797,"  and  "Records 
of  City  of  Baltimore  (City  Commissioners)  1797-1813,"  pre- 
viously issued.  The  data  here  given  should  have  been  in- 
cluded in  the  foregoing  volumes,  as  it  covers  the  same  period 
and  is  of  the  same  general  character.  The  records,  however, 
were  not  discovered  until  after  the  first  books  were  issued; 
hence  this  supplement  is  actually  a  part  of  the  previous  pub- 
lications and  should  be  read  in  connection  with  them. 

This  work  contains  boundary  establishments  of  tracts,  lots, 
streets  and  levels  (or  grades),  which  are  not  recorded  in  the 
volumes  of  1905-6.  The  records  are  those  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners, the  originals  being  in  custody  of  the  City  Librarian. 
In  order  to  avoid  confusion  it  may  be  well  to  note  that  the  City 
Commissioners  were  not  alone  entrusted  with  the  duties  of 
1^  making  establishments  and  grades. 

The  records  of  a  Special  Commission  1728  to  1797;  West- 
ern and  Eastern  Precinct  Commissioners  1810  to  1817,  which 
were  engaged  in  the  same  work,  will  be  published  later,  and 
should  be  consulted  to  exhaust  the  subject  of  early  "estab- 
lishments,"   "grades,"   etc. 

The  Special  Commission  referred  to  above  should  not  be 
confus  d  with  (temporary)  special  commissions  which  laid  out 
certain  streets.  Legislative  Acts  show  that  sundry  commis- 
sioners of  this  character  were  authorized,  but  their  records  are 
very  meager. 

This  printed  copj^  has  been  made  to  conform  to  the  origi- 
nals as  nearly  as  possible.  There  was  no  effort  to  correct, 
revise  or  interfere  in  any  detail.

house, thence  ascending  with  an  equal  grade  to  the  pavement 
on  the  west  side  of  Calvert  street,  and  that  the  Alleys  leading 
from  the  said  street  to  Front  street,  have  the  following  levels, 
to  wit  Beginning  at  the  level  of  Water  street,  and  thence  with 
a  graduel  descent  to  the  tops  of  the  logs  at  the  head  of  the 
dock  back  of  Messrs  Yellot  and  Hollingsworth's  Warehouses. 

BOND   STREET 

2,Sth  July  1798. 

Resolved,  that  Bond  Street  from  the  North  side  of  Fleet 
Street,  have  an  Ascent  of  one  Inch  and  one  sixteenth  of  an 
Inch  in  every  ten  feet  to  the  South  side  of  Wilks  Street.

Resolved,  that  wilks  Street,  have  one  inch  and  one  half 
of  an  inch.   Descent    in  every  ten    feet  from  Bond    street   to

side  of  I/iberty  street. 

CHARLES   STREET

Resolved,  that  Charles  Street  have  a  Descent  of  one  inch 
and  a  half  in  every  ten  feet  from  the  Centre  of  said  street  from 
the  south  gutter  of  Pratt  street  to  the  North  gutter  of  Camp- 
den  street  and  that  said  Charles  Street  have  an  ascent  of  one 
inch  in  every  ten  feet  from  the  south  gutter  of  Campden 
street  to  the  Centre  of  the  square  between  Campden  and 
Conway  Streets  and  a  descent  of  one  inch  from  said  Centre 
to  the  North  gutter  of  Conway  Street,  and  that  the  same 
grade  shall  be  adopted  between  Conwaj^  and  6arre  Streets  as 
is  fixed  between  Conway  and  Campden  streets.

Resolved,  that  High  Street  from  the  North  West  Gut- 
ter of  Pitt  street  or  Wapping  street  have  an  ascent  of  one  inch 
and  a  quarter  in  ten  feet,  from  thirty  six  Inches  below  the  top 
of  the  sill  of  the  East  door  of  Amos  Underhills  Brick  house, 
to  the  bend  in  High  street,  thence  a  descent  of  one  inch  and  a 
quarter  in  ten  feet  to  the  south  east  side  of  Low  Street,  then 
from  the  North  west  side  of  Low  Street  a  regular  ascent  to  the 
South  East  side  of  Bridge  Street  fourteen  inches  above  the
